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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The disclosure on 
page 1 refers to the claims by numbers. Applicant is required to amend the specification to 
remove these references and to incorporate into the disclosure the subject matter of these claims 
that is necessary to the understanding of the invention. 

2. Examiner notes that the Specification is not in the proper format. See below for proper 
format. 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Content of Specification

3. Applicant's election without traverse of the invention of Group I (power tool) in the reply 
filed on 10 March 2008 is acknowledged. 

Claim 27 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was 
made without traverse in the reply filed on 10 March 2008. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-23, 25 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Examiner notes that claim 1 addresses the "guard means (22)". Various claims recites the 
limitation "the support foot". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in claims 
5-18, 20-22 and 25. 

Clarification is required between the use of the term "the guard means (22)" and "the 
support foot (22)" in the claims. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1, 8-10, 19-23, 25 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by US Pat. No. 5,913,645 (Coffey et al.). 

Coffey teaches a hand power tool (router) with a motor assembly (12) with motor 
housing (42) and a base assembly (10 with cylindrical base member (16) (the claimed housing 
and guard means, respectively); collet (50) (which holds the claimed cutting tool bit, see col. 3. 
lines 13-16); the motor assembly (12) movable in the cylindrical base member (16) (see col. 2, 
lines 65-67); first and second adjusting positions through locking and unlocking to adjust the 
depth (see col. 1, lines 24-35, col. 2, lines 65-67, for example). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 2-7 and 11-18 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims.
